Sec. 5. Application. The requirements of this Act apply to all policies, contracts and certificates
executed, delivered, issued for delivery, continued or renewed in this State on or after January 1, 2009.
For purposes of thisAct, all contracts are deemed to be renewed no later than the next yearly anniversary
of the contract date.

Sec. 6. Exemption from review. Notwithstanding the Maine Revised Statutes, Title 24-A,
section 2752, this Act is enacted without review and evaluation by the Department of Professional and
Financial Regulation, Bureau of Insurance.’

SUMMARY

This amendment replaces the bill and is the majority report of the committee. The amendment
requires health insurance policies, contracts and certificates to provide coverage for colorectal cancer
screening recommended by health care providers in accordance with guidelines published by the
American Cancer Society. The amendment clarifies that, if a colonoscopy is provided as the screening
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procedure and a lesion is discovered and removed, the health care provider must bill the insurer for a
screening colonoscopy as the primary procedure. The provisions of the amendment apply to all policies,
contracts and certificates issued or renewed on or after January 1, 20009.
